story of an alleged plqt in connection

addressed to the Coroner. The police 
claim thet'they have known of "the plot 
for some time and the knowledge that 
the plot had been discovered lad At- 
torney Uoprey for the 
defense to 


abandon the plot and take to his bed, 
leaving tha closing management of the 
case to General Dickinson, who, it is 
alleged, did not k&ow of the plot. Six 
men are, according to the story, im- 
plicated as those who were to swear to 
a false statement, prepaied for them, it 
is alleged, by the defense. The police 
say that the plan of the story was con- 
ceived entirely by Durrant and carried 
out largely under his direction, by the 
aid of one of his counsel.

One hundred 
and fifty Armenians are reported 
killed.

The crop of alfalfa hay is simply im- 


mense, and the hundreds of long stacks 
add to the general charm of the valley. 
Potatoes and other similar products 
are equally plentiful, so the prospect 
of o famine on the lower Humboldt ia 
very remote. 


But with all this evidence of tbrift 


there is a universal complaint ofti 
scaicity of money. Many of the farm- 
ers called the attention of your corre- 
spondent to the great change wrought 
in prices within the last dozen years. 
Twelve years ago wheat brought $40 
per ton on the oars at Lovelocks. Now 
the price is about $17. Ten years ago 
hay was selling for $8 per ton, and now 
it is slow sale at $1, and all other farm 
products are about in the same pro- 
portion. 


All the people, however, are living in 


the hope that the future will be 
brighter, and that the "good time com- 
ing" is not far away. 


Colonel Joe Marzen is busy arrang- 


ing for feeding a large number of beef 
cattle, as well as a large lot of hogs 
that he is going to turn into hams, 
bacon and lard this coming winter.

EQUAL SUFFRAGE CONVENTION, 


It Will Sleet This Afternoon at tbe 


Operr, House. 


The Equal Suffrage Convention will 


meet this afternoon at the Opara 
House. 
Delegates will be in attend- 


ance from various parts of tbe State 
and an address will be delivered by 
Mrs. Emma Smith DeVoe, who has the 
reputation of being one of the most 
eloquent and entertaining speakers in 
tbe United States. 


The object of the convention is to 


organize for the campaign next year. 
The Legislature last winter proposed 
the following amendment to the Con. 
stitution; 


Amend Article II by striking there- 


from, whenever it occurs, the word 
"male." 


If the next Legislature by a majority 


vote of both Houses approves that 
amendment it will be submitted to the 
'people at the ndxt succeeding general- 
election for approval, and if ratified 
every white citizen of tbe United States 
of the age of 21 years and upwards, not 
laboring under certain disabilities, 
shall be entitled to the privilege of an 
elector. 
The women desire that the 


next Legislature shall ratify tho pro- 
posed amendment and &re devising 
ways and means to make an aggressive 
campaign. 
As they can use moral 


suasion only it is most likely that their 
persuasive powers will be exercised to 
their full extent during the next year 
and that no man who is not in favor of 
equal suffrage will be elected to the 
Legislature if they can prevent it.

t^'Loveraof the product of the busy 
tee will find it a wise precaution to 
have their honey tested as to its purity 
before they eat it or use it in a culinary 
way." Professor Remington gave a 
warning something like this at a recent 
meeting of pharmacists, and at the same 
time told of a German who was exten- 
sively engaged in bee culture, and who 
had his apiary close to a sugar refinery. 
A lot of rank molasses was accessible to 
the bees, and they gorged themselves on 
it. The result was their honey was 
equally rank, and unfit for use. On an- 
ether oocasioq the frees fed on blooming 
digitalis, and their honey proved to be 
poisonous, Datura! honey therefore is 
liable to vary very much, and occasion- 
ally, when it looks best and is sweetest, 
it may be loaded with poieon. Unscrupu- 
lous bee farmers are accustomed to forc- 
ing their bees to increase their outputs 
by feeding them sweetened water. The 
honey of course is scarcely fit for use.— 
Philadelphia Record^
